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OUR  FUTURE 


INLYING  around  over  the  world  on  his  transcontinental  air  routes  as  much  as  he 
does,  Leonard  Bailey  frequently  hears  of  different   members  of  his  old  class  of 
1927  at  S.  W.  H.  S.  and  the  wonderful  records  they  are  establishing  for  themselves.

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CHICAGO 

A  T  six  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  November  thirtieth  nine  members  of  the  Agri- 
culture class  met  at  the  American  Restaurant  to  go  to  Chicago  to  attend  the 
International  Live  Stock  Exposition.      The  nine  were  Ronald  Hile,  John  Craw,  Mih 
ford   Cave,   James   Craw,    Homer   Jenkins,    Harmon   Aburn,    Carl    Hartle,    Donald 
Gerdes,  and  Mr.  Kmdy,  our  teacher. 

Our  baggage  consisted  of  a  clean  shirt,  clean  handkerchiefs,  an  overcoat,  and  a 
little  money,  but  nevertheless  it  was  so  heavy  that  we  had  two  blowouts  and  chang- 
ed the  spark  plugs  before  ten  o'clock.  At  that  time  we  arrived  at  a  Silver  Fox  Farm 
six  miles  on  this  side  of  Plymouth,  and  stopped  to  see  if  the  fancier  was  raising  them 
in  the  right  way.  He  showed  us  his  German  police  dogs,  silver  and  red  foxes, 
minks,  and  many  other  beautiful  and  interesting  animals.

Arriving  in  Chicago,  Ronald  lost  Mr.  Kindy,  but  we  were  soon  united  and  went 
to  the  Englewood  Y  for  rooms.  Our  trip  down-town  on  the  "L"  was  interesting.

First,  all  the  stock  was  led  into 
the  pit  with  the  Stock  Yard  Scotch  Band  playing  bagpipes  and  drums.       Then  the 
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stock  was  led  in  and  a  well  trained  sheep  dog  exhibited  its  skill  in  receiving  and 
obe\'m_;  urders  from  its  master.  This  was  followed  by  horse  races  in  hackney  style, 
bare  back,  teams,  and  snigle  horses.  Swilt's,  Armour's,  Western  Union's,  and  West- 
ern News'  teams  of  draft  horses  raced  hitched  to  wagons.  The  team  furnished  by 
Swift's  was  judged  the  best  handled.  This  race  was  followed  by  a  polo  game  be- 
tween Chicago  and  a  military  team  from  Kentucky.  We  had  a  very  good  view  of 
this  entertainment  because  .is  all  the  seats  were  taken  we  stood  up.  At  eleven-twen- 
ty we  returned  to  the  Y  and  were  met  by  Carl  with  the  good  news  that  Ronald's  car 
had  been  stolen.      As  they  had  reported  the  theft  there  was  nothing  more  to  do.
